SYNOPSIS 


On November 20, 2017, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team, comprised of Lieutenant 
Michael Burse, Sergeant Andy Ruiz, and Sergeant Paul Valle, responded to the 
Command Post located at 11051 166!" Street (Cerritos College parking lot), in the city of 
Cerritos, regarding an on-duty, non-hit shooting. Sergeant Ruiz was assigned to handle 
the shooting review. 


Michael Inge took reasonable steps to ensure the involved personnel did not 
discuss the incident among themselves prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators. In addition, Lieutenant Burse confirmed the involved personnel gathered 
in the company of a supervisor until they provided a statement to the assigned 
investigators. 


IAB Lieutenant m confirmed that Norwalk Station's watch commander, Lieutenant 


Minutes prior to the deputy involved shooting, a shooting occurred near a public park 
within the same area [Refer to Incident History Report in Exhibit A]. This shooting 


i to be related to the deputy involved shooting that ensued. Detectives 
nd| from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department Operation Safe Streets Bureau (OSS) assumed control of the 


criminal investigation. For further information regarding the criminal investigation refer 
to the reports in the OSS case file, under URN #017-16874-0458-055 [Exhibit B]. 


Incident 
On November 20, 2017, at 1652 hours, Norwalk Station received a 911 call from a 
female indicating a shooting had just occurred at Hermosillo Park. The female caller 


requested a Spanish speaker and provided limited information in English while awaiting 
a translator. 
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IAB Note: Hermosillo Park is located on 162" Street west of 
Horst Avenue with an address of 11959 162^? 
Street, Norwalk. 


A total of six calls were received related to the shooting from four citizens. One caller 
explained the shooting occurred at 162"? Street and Horst Avenue and saw two males 
wearing all black, carrying guns, run south toward 166" Street. This caller also 
described one of the males as having a shirt with the numbers “562” on it [Exhibit A, 
CD #1, 911 Calls]. 


A call for service was generated (Incident #NWK17324-0247) and immediately 


dispatched through the Sheriff's Communicati nter (SCC) by voice [Exhibit A, 

CD#2, Dispatch 13]. Deputy Jarrett Lew Unit 45K1) was initially given the 

handle on the call. Deputies Walter Arcos Unit 43K1), Ryan Nazaroff 
(Unit 45T1), and Spencer Zagurski (Unit 46K2) assisted. While 


Norwalk Station was still on the phone line with citizens reporting the shooting, the 
above listed units arrived on scene within two minutes at 1654 hours. 


At 1655 hours, Unit 45K1 requested a unit to check the vicinity south of in the 
area of 166" Street for potential suspects. Deputies Alan Hernandez land 
David Pantoja Unit 45D3), who were in the area of 166" Street, 


acknowledged the request [Exhibit A, CD#2, L-Tac-10]. 


Deputies Hernandez and Pantoja suspected the shooting incident was gang related. 
They were both assigned to the Norwalk Enforcement Team (NET) which is a special 
problems team for the city of Norwalk. They were regular partners. Based on their 
knowledge of the area, Deputies Hernandez and Pantoja knew the area where the 
Shooting occurred was claimed by the "Varrio Norwalk" criminal street gang. They were 
also aware one of this gang's rivals was the "Chivas" criminal street gang which claimed 
an area south of 166" Street in Artesia. 


Deputies Hernandez and Pantoja were in a marked Sheriff's Department patrol car 
(SH1526) in full uniform while conducting the search for possible suspects. Deputy 
Hernandez was the driver, and Deputy Pantoja the passenger. As they traveled 
westbound on 167" Street approaching Clarkdale Avenue, males matching the general 
description of the potential shooting suspects from the park were seen running in front 
of them. 


IAB Note: The individuals running were identified as

The involved deputies observed the males run southbound on Clarkdale Avenue. Upon 
seeing the suspects, Deputy Pantoja requested emergency assistance via the duplex 
patch on the Sheriff's Department, Dispatch 13, radio frequency at 1657 hours. 
However, the transmission was not clear and covered by a broadcast of an emergent, 
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— bz 


"Code-3" call for service causing a slight delay in acknowledgement by SCC [Exhibit A, 
CD#2, Dispatch 13]. 


IAB Note: Incident 4PRV17324-0124 was the call for service 
from Pico Rivera Station being broadcast [Refer 
to Incident History Report in Miscellaneous 
Documents]. 


The involved deputies drove southbound onto Clarkdale Avenue. Both deputies 
verbally ordered the males to stop in an attempt to detain them pending a shooting 
investigation. The males ran south on the east sidewalk of Clarkdale Avenue parallel to 
the property of 168^ Street. 


IAB Note: The property of 68'^ Street is on the 
f Clarkdale Avenue and 168th 


Street. The property is approximately 

f 167'^ Street. The property is rectangular 
in shape with a single story. residential, structure 
situated on he iit the lot adjacent 
to Clarkdale Avenue. 


The males ‘oy Mil yard, located E: 68!" Street, which was 


surrounded by a| fence approximately 4 feet high. The deputies stopped their 
patrol car in front of the residence and exited. As two of the males fled further 
eastbound into the yard, Suspect Perez produced a semiautomatic pistol and turned to 
face the deputies while raising the pistol in their direction. Suspect Perez was by the 
southwest exterior wall of the structure located on the property when he turned to 
confront the deputies. Deputy Pantoja had exited the patrol car first. He came around 
the front end of the patrol car toward the driver's side and saw Suspect Perez 
presenting the pistol. Deputy Pantoja yelled "drop the gun." Deputy Hernandez who 
exited the patrol car's driver's door also saw Suspect Perez presenting the pistol. While 
standing in close proximity to s other, both deputies fired at the suspect from the 


street wi m duty wea} Mill cos Perez, along with the other two males 
(Witness| nd wines , continued to flee on foot and a containment was 
established. 


SCC acknowledged the unclear transmission that was transmitted by Deputy Pantoja 
and he broadcast they were involved in “998” with a “417” suspect [Exhibit A, CD#2, 
Dispatch 13]. 


IAB Note: “998” refers to the Sheriff's Department radio 
code for, “Deputy involved in shooting," and 
“417” for, "Person with a gun." 


The involved deputies immediately initiated and established a containment with the 
assistance of additional deputy personnel. Norwalk Station Watch Commander, 
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Lieutenant Inge, ensured the deputies were relieved from their field duties and gathered 
in the presence of a supervisor as a tactical search operation for the suspects was 
conducted. Deputy personnel from the Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB) K-9 Detail, 
along with the Special Enforcement Detail, arrived and assisted in the operation. At the 
time of the search operation ty personnel were unsure if Suspect Perez had 
retreated into the home at 68" Street. At the request of SEB, the patrol vehicle 
used by the involved deputies was moved in order to tactically place a Special 
Enforcement Detail armored vehicle (Bearcat) in front of the residence. 


Suspect Perez, along with Witnes: and o A were subsequently 
detained in the containment at Suspect Perez was identified by 
both involved deputies as the person who pointed the pistol at them. Suspect Perez 
was taken into custody uninjured. Witness was uninjured and identified by 
Deputy Hernandez as one of the males seen running. Witness] was identified by 
both involved deputies as running with Suspect Perez. Witness had a laceration 
to his left palm. This injury was determined not to be as a result of the involved 
deputies' actions [Refer to Exhibit B, pages 18-20]. 


Within the containment, a Beretta, Model PX4 Storm, 9mm, black, full size 
semiautomatic pistol was located in the residential yard of Los 
Angeles County Sheriff's Department Scientific Services Bureau (SSB) recovered the 
pistol at the scene. The pistol was found with the safety off and a fired 9mm cartridge in 
the chamber. Five (5) live 9mm rounds were in the seated magazine [Refer to Exhibit 
C, page 11]. 


IAB investigators spoke with Deputy Vanderschaaf Am the SSB, Firearms 
Identification Section. He told investigators he recovered the pistol and explained the 
pistol's hammer was slightly cocked into a resting position at the time of recovery. 


IAB Note: A fired cartridge in the chamber of a pistol is 
indicative of a malfunction. This malfunction 
occurs when a fired cartridge is not extracted 
upon firing; thus, preventing a live cartridge from 
the magazine to be cycled into the pistol's 
chamber. 


A "round count" was conducted by IAB investigators with the involved deputies at 
Norwalk Station. Based on the round count, it was determined nine rounds were fired 
by Deputy Hernandez and ten rounds by Deputy Pantoja. The "round count" was audio 
recorded and transcribed. 


Only seventeen of the nineteen fired cartridges (casings) were recovered from the street 


and sidewalk area of Clarkdale Avenue north of 168!" Street. No additional fired 
cartridges were located. 
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IAB Note: The fired cartridges were in the street where they 
were exposed to vehicle traffic for a limited 
amount of time pending containment of the area. 


IAB investigators along with OSS detectives canvassed the area of the deputy involved 
shooting for video surveillance systems that potentially captured the incident. No video 
surveillance capturing the deputy involved shooting was discovered. 


No victims were identified, or came forward, in the shooting that occurred in the area of 
Hermosillo Park. No evidence related to this park shooting was located. The witnesses 
contacted in the shooting by the park were unable to positively identify Suspect Perez or 
Witness8slllas the persons who committed the shooting.

The location where the incident occurred is a residential neighborhood primarily 
comprised of single family homes. The scene is described in detail in the Crime Scene 
Investigation Report by FIS Thomas [Exhibit C, pages 1-4]. Her description of the 
Scene was consistent with IAB investigators observations. The scene was also 
photographed by FIS Thomas [Exhibit D, DVD]. 


IAB investigators observed the patrol car (SH1526) used by Deputies Hernandez and 
Pantoja had bee! approximately 80 feet south of where the shooting occurred. 
FIS Nakia Berry of the crime lab, measured and diagrammed the scene 
where the shooting occurred and where the patrol car had been moved [Exhibit C, 
page 24]. 


IAB investigators took an additional 22 digital photographs depicting the deputy involved 
shooting scene and the location where the recovered pistol was located [Exhibit D].

PROPERTY DAMAGE 


One bullet hole and two impacts were observed to the southwest exterior of the single 
story residential structure atl! 68" Street. Four bullet holes were observed to a 
black security screen door on the south side of the structure. No bullets penetrated the 
interior of the residence. Bullet holes to several potted planters along the south exterior 
wall were also observed. Additionally, a wooden fence, wooden gate, and a plastic 
storage shed had bullet holes. There was a single bullet impact mark to the block wall 
along the east side of the property as well. A detailed list of damage is documented in 
the Crime Scene Investigation Report authored by SSB Deputy John Vanderschaaf 

Exhibit C, pages 14-18]. The damage was also photographed and 
referenced by letters A-P [Exhibit C, DVD]. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The scene was illuminated by natural light from the sun. The weather was clear and 
warm.

"somebody" jump the gate into her yard. A deputy stepped out of a patrol vehicle that 
had stopped, facing south, in front of the driveway. The deputy th hot in the 
direction of the suspect who had already moved out of Witness s field of view. 
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Witness explained she believed the deputy who was driving was the person she 
saw shoot. Witness allialso believed the deputy she saw shoot was bald.

The interview was 
transcribed and placed as a permanent record within the IAB case file. 


On November 21, 2017, IAB investigators interviewed Witness Witness 

stated she was on the bed watching television in her bedroom when the shooting 
occurred. The bedroom faces Clarkdale Avenue. Witness iiie xpiained she heard a 
car engine and someone running on the sidewalk followed by the sound of a gate 
rattling. She looked out her bedroom window, saw a patrol vehicle, and saw a deputy 
shooting in the direction of her yard. 


Witnes sS ic not physically see anyone running or jump the gate into the yard. 
She also did not see who the deputy was shooting at or anyone running across her 
yard. Witnes elieved six to seven shots were fired. Wines MM n c she 
definitely saw one deputy. However, she was unsure if there was another deputy 
present. 
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After the shooting occurred, Witnes: lanned to go outside but heard the 
deputies' orders to go back inside. Witnes then noticed the deputies had moved 
to the opposite side of the sidewalk.

Witness 1c OSS detectives and IAB investigators he heard gunshots after he 
climbed a wall into a backyard. He estimated he heard eight shots. He met up with 
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Suspect Perez and Witness llle: climbing the wall. He recalled one of them 
telling him, "come on, let's go." All three of them then fled to a home on 167" Street.

SUSPECT STATEMENT 
SUSPECT RAYMOND PEREZ 


On November 21, 2017, Suspect Perez was interviewed by OSS Detectives M 

and IAB investigators at Norwalk Station. Suspect Perez admitted being a 
member of the “Chivas” criminal street gang who goes by the moniker of “Swifty” and 
was on probation for assault with a firearm. He explained he had smoked “weed” and 
drank beer earlier in the day. 


Suspect Perez claimed he did not remember what time he met up with D | and 
stated, “I just seen him." He denied being on Clarkdale Avenue between 167" Street 
and 168" Street. Suspect Perez also claimed deputies never tried to contact him. He 
did not run from deputies, and he did not run through backyards to his friend’s residence 
on 167" Street. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 

DEPUTY DAVID PANTOJA 

On November 21, 2017, IAB investigators inspected Deputy Pantoja’s duty weapon at 
Norwalk Station and conducted an ammunition count. Deputy Pantoja’s weapon was 
given to FIS Donna Thomas of SSB for processing. The firearm retrieval process was 


audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Pantoja indicated his duty weapon was configured with seventeen live rounds in 
the magazine and one live round in the chamber at the time of the shooting. 


On November 29, 2017, Deputy Pantoja was interviewed by IAB investigators at 


Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Pantoja was represented by attorney William Hadden 
during the interview. 
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Deputy Pantoja stated he was working Unit 45D3 with his regular partner (Deputy 
Hernandez). Deputy Pantoja was the passenger and Deputy Hernandez the driver. 
Deputy Pantoja heard a call for service broadcast involving a shooting at Hermosillo 
Park, and he and his partner began responding. Deputy Pantoja heard the call updated 
over the radio with suspect descriptions of two male Hispanics wearing dark clothing. 
Deputy Pantoja believed the description over the radio included the suspects having the 
numbers “562” on a shirt or Raider's football colored jerseys. The updated information 
also indicated the suspects were fleeing southbound on foot. 


Having knowledge of the gang shooting trends in the area, coupled with a request to 
check the area south of the park toward 166" Street for potential suspects, Deputies 
Pantoja and Hernandez proceeded to check the area south of 166!" Street. 


As they drove westbound 167!" Street approaching Clarkdale Avenue, Deputy Pantoja's 
attention was drawn to two males (later identified as Suspect Perez and Wines MN 
running at a full sprint southbound on Clarkdale Avenue away from the area of 
Hermosillo Park. Deputy Pantoja also explained the males were looking in his direction 
when they were running. The males matched the general suspect descriptions provided 
in the shooting call. Deputy Pantoja communicated with Deputy Hernandez his 
observations. Deputy Pantoja said one of the males had "562" printed on his shirt. 
Deputy Pantoja estimated he was approximately 45 to 60 feet away from the 

ction of Clarkdale Avenue when he first observed Suspect Perez and Witness 

Ml Deputy Pantoja believed the males were running along the east curb line of 

arkdale Avenue. 


While following the males southbound in their patrol car, Deputy Pantoja requested the 
duplex-patch in an attempt to broadcast, over the Sheriff's Department radio, they had 
come across two possible suspects and to request other units to respond. Deputy 
Pantoja said there was a delay in being acknowledged by the Sheriff's Communication 
Center (SCC). 


Deputy Pantoja said Deputy Hernandez yelled commands to the males to "stop" as 
Deputy Pantoja and Deputy Hernandez exited their patrol car. He estimated the 
suspects were approximately 25 feet away from him by a Bence on the 
Clarkdale Avenue side of 168" Street. Deputy Pantoja focused his attention on 
Suspect Perez, who was reaching toward his waistband. Deputy Pantoja un-holstered 
his 9mm duty weapon upon exiting the patrol car in an attempt to detain the males at 
gunpoint. Deputy Pantoja did not pursue the males. He moved to the driver's side of 
the patrol car where Deputy Hernandez had exited. 


IAB Note: Deputy Pantoja clarified during the interview that 
the report he authored on November 20, 2017, 
under file #017-16876-0458-055 incorrectly 
identified the males as being 25 yards away 
[Refer to Exhibit B, page 11]. 
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IAB investigators presented Deputy Pantoja with a printed copy of a Google map 
depicting the area. On this map, Deputy Pantoja diagrammed their route of travel from 
166^ Street and Elaine Avenue to 167!" Street south of Clarkdale Avenue where they 
exited their patrol car [Refer to map at end of Deputy Pantoja's transcript]. 


Deputy Pantoja was presented with a Google satellite image depicting [i 168" 
Street by IAB investigators, and he was requested to diagram his path upon exiting the 
patrol car. In red ink, Deputy Pantoja placed a box depicting the patrol car and drew a 
path from the passenger side of the patrol car around the front end to the driver's side 
[Refer to Google satellite image at end of Deputy Pantoja's transcript]. 


Deputy Pantoja explained the males jumped the fence into the yard of L3 
Street and ran eastbound through the yard. Deputy Pantoja saw Suspect Perez jump 
the AG along Clarkdale Avenue, just south of the bushes on the property. 
Deputy Pantoja believed the gates along the fence were closed when the males jumped 
over the fence. IAB investigators presented Deputy Pantoja with a Google image 
depicting the ikide of 168" Street which runs along Clarkdale Avenue. 
Deputy Pantoja marked the image with an 'X' in red ink were he recalled Suspect Perez 
jumping over [Refer to Google image at end of Deputy Pantoja’s transcript]. 


Deputy Pantoja did not see where the other male (Witness jumped the fence. As 
Suspect Perez fled into the yard and neared the south facing door of the residence, 
Deputy Pantoja saw Suspect Perez produce a handgun from the right side of his 
(Suspect Perez) body. Suspect Perez bladed his body to the left while looking in the 
direction of Deputies Pantoja and Hernandez. Deputy Pantoja communicated the threat 
of the firearm to his partner by yelling, “gun!” Deputy Hernandez acknowledged Deputy 
Pantoja by yelling back, “gun!” 


While looking right at Deputies Pantoja and Hernandez, Suspect Perez began raising 
the gun in their direction. Deputy Pantoja stated he believed Suspect Perez was going 
to shoot at him and his partner. Deputy Pantoja stated he was nervous, scared, and 
feared for his life, the life of his partner, and lives of citizens in the area. Deputy Pantoja 
said he adjusted and moved to gain a clear target path on Suspect Perez due to lattice 
that partially enclosed the covered patio where Suspect Perez was standing. Deputy 
Pantoja rapidly fired what he believed, at the time, to be five to seven shots at Suspect 
Perez. Suspect Perez then fled eastbound. Deputy Pantoja believed Suspect Perez 
was struck by the gunfire. 


Deputy Pantoja estimated Suspect Perez was 15 to 20 yards away from him when he 
fired his duty weapon at Suspect Perez from the street. Deputy Pantoja stated his 
backdrop was the house and a wood fence on the property. Deputy Pantoja did not see 
where his fired bullets struck. He explained he did not see any other pedestrians or 
moving cars in the area at the time of the shooting. Deputy Pantoja stated Deputy 
Hernandez was standing to his left (Deputy Pantoja’s) when he fired with no crossfire 
situation. Deputy Pantoja described the weather as clear and explained the sun was 
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going down. There was still light, and he could see Suspect Perez' actions under the 
covered patio. 


Deputy Pantoja explained he did not have any cover at the time he fired his duty 
weapon. However, he recalled a vehicle in front of him off to the left. After the 
shooting, Deputy Pantoja along with his partner moved to the passenger side of the 
patrol car for cover while focusing on the property of Sisi 68" Street. Deputy 
Pantoja believed the path they took for cover was around the rear end of the patrol car. 


Deputy Pantoja broadcast over the Sheriff's Department radio they were involved in a 
"998" (deputy involved shooting). From a positon of cover, Deputy Pantoja along with 
Deputy Hernandez began establishing a containment of the area. Deputy Pantoja 
explained there was some confusion as to their location and communicated with his 
partner he was going to walk over to the corner of Clarkdale Avenue and 167" Street to 
confirm their location by street signs. When checking the street signs, Deputy Pantoja 
could visually see his partner and was close enough to verbally communicate with him. 


IAB investigators showed Deputy Pantoja two images of a handgun recovered from with 
the crime scene containment [Exhibit D, Images PB210830 and PB210831]. Deputy 
Pantoja stated the handgun in the images appeared to be the same handgun Suspect 
Perez was carrying. 


DEPUTY ALAN HERNANDEZ 


On November 21, 2017, IAB investigators inspected Deputy Hernandez' duty weapon at 
Norwalk Station and conducted and ammunition count. Deputy Hernandez indicated his 
duty weapon was configured with seventeen live rounds in the magazine and one live 
round in the chamber at the time of the shooting. Deputy Hernandez' weapon was 
given to FIS Donna Thomas of SSB for processing. The firearm retrieval process was 
audio recorded and transcribed. 


On November 29, 2017, Deputy Hernandez was interviewed by IAB investigators at 
Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Hernandez was represented by attorney William 
Hadden during the interview. 


Deputy Hernandez stated he was working Unit 45D3 with his regular partner (Deputy 
Pantoja). Deputy Hernandez was the driver and Deputy Pantoja was the passenger. 
Deputy Hernandez heard a call for service broadcast, over the Sheriff's Department 
radio, of two gunshot victims down at Hermosillo Park and began responding to the 
location. During the coordination of the call, Deputies Hernandez and Pantoja were 
requested to check the area for possible suspects. 


Deputy Hernandez said he believed the description provided in the call indicated there 
was two to three male Hispanic suspects wearing all black. He believed the call was 
updated by dispatch describing one of the males as having a black shirt with the 
numbers "562" in front. 
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As Deputy Hernandez drove westbound on 167" Street approaching Clarkdale Avenue, 
his attention was drawn to three male Hispanics, who matched the general description 
of the park's shooting suspects, running in front of him. The males were described as 
running at full sprint southbound Clarkdale Avenue along the east curb line. Deputy 
Hernandez stated the males were observed from approximately three home lengths 
away. 


IAB investigators presented Deputy Hernandez with a printed copy of a Google map 
depicting the area, and he marked in red ink his and Deputy Pantoja's route of travel 
from 166'^ Street and Elaine Avenue to 167" Street south of Clarkdale Avenue. Deputy 
Hernandez also marked the area where he stopped his patrol vehicle in the middle of 
Clarkdale Avenue south of 167" Street adjacent to the males that were running [Refer 
to map at end of Deputy Hernandez' transcript]. 


Deputy Hernandez explained as he drove closer to the males and was putting the patrol 
car in park, he gave verbal commands to the males, who were on the sidewalk, to stop 
and show their hands while Deputy Pantoja attempted to broadcast via the Sheriff's 
Department radio system their observations. As Deputies Hernandez and Pantoja were 
exiting th rol car, Suspect jumped the fence and the other two males 
Wines MM wire lll ran out of his view eastbound toward 168^ Street. 
Deputy Hernandez un-holstered his duty weapon upon exiting the patrol car. Deputy 

z stated he was focusing on Suspect Perez, and he was unsure if Witness 

nd Wines Mn through the property. Deputy Hernandez stated his 
intention was to detain the males that were running as potential suspects in the park 
Shooting that had just occurred. 


Deputy Hernandez was presented with a Google satellite image depicting EE cs" 
Street by IAB investigators, and he was requested to diagram where he stopped his 
patrol car. In red ink, Deputy Hernandez placed a box depicti e patrol car facing 
south on Clarkdale Avenue along DS IR line EUN 68" Street [Refer to 
Google satellite image at end of Deputy Hernandez' transcript]. 


IAB investi rs presented Deputy Hernandez with a Google image depicting the | 
side M WAQ Street which runs along Clarkdale Avenue. Deputy Hernandez 
marked the image with red ink where he recalled Suspect Perez jumping over the fence. 
This mark was placed by the closed, west facing, driveway gates of the property. While 
marking the image, Deputy Hernandez stated the gates were closed during the 
shooting. Deputy Hernandez also placed a box depicting the patrol car facing south on 
Clarkdale Avenue by the north apron of the driveway [Refer to Google image at end 
of Deputy Hernandez' transcript]. 


Deputy Hernandez explained he was focusing on Suspect Perez because he was 
closest to him and appeared to be holding onto something; although Deputy Hernandez 
could not see Suspect Perez' hands. Deputy Hernandez pointed to an area on the 
Google image by an opening along the south exterior wall and a lattice covered patio 
area. Deputy Hernandez explained Suspect Perez stopped in this area. At this time, 
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Deputy Hernandez stated he saw what appeared to be a gun in Suspect Perez' right 
hand. Suspect Perez turned his body to the left toward Deputy Hernandez and began 
raising the gun, which had been pointed toward the ground, in the direction of Deputy 
Hernandez. Suspect Perez looked in the direction of Deputy Hernandez and placed 
both hands on the gun. 


Deputy Hernandez explained he yelled out loud "gun" to his partner who had come 
around to the driver's side of the patrol car. Deputy Hernandez did not recall giving 
Suspect Perez commands at this time. Deputy Hernandez was in fear for his life, his 
partner's life, and that of civilians in the area. He believed Suspect Perez was going to 
shoot him, and he felt scared. Deputy Hernandez fired his 9mm duty weapon at 
Suspect Perez. Deputy Hernandez described the shots he fired as being rapid, and he 
believed he had fired approximately seven shots. Immediately following the shooting, 
Deputies Hernandez and Pantoja broadcast they had been in a deputy involved 
shooting and initiated a containment of the area to locate Suspect Perez and the males 
that fled. 


Deputy Hernandez estimated Suspect Perez was 30 to 35 feet away from him when he 
fired his duty weapon at Suspect Perez. Deputy Hernandez did not see where his fired 
bullets struck. He described the backdrop as consisting of bushes, hedges, and a wall. 
Deputy Hernandez explained he did not see any other pedestrians or moving cars in the 
area at the time of the shooting. Deputy Hernandez explained Deputy Pantoja was 
standing to his right when he fired. Deputy Hernandez heard Deputy Pantoja firing his 
weapon as well and stated there was no crossfire situation. Deputy Hernandez was 
unsure if Suspect Perez was struck by the gunfire. 


Deputy Hernandez described the lighting conditions as still being daylight, and he was 
able to see the gun in Suspect Perez' hand. There was nothing obstructing his view of 
Suspect Perez. He described the weather as being dry, clear, and pretty hot for an 
autumn day. 


Deputy Hernandez explained he did not have any cover at the time he fired his duty 
weapon. After the shooting, Deputy Hernandez, along with his partner, reassessed and 
moved to the passenger side of the patrol car for cover. Deputy Hernandez stated he 
and his partner communicated conducting tactical reloads. Deputy Pantoja conducted a 
tactical reload from behind the passenger side of the patrol car. They then moved back 
to take cover behind cars on the west side of the street where Deputy Hernandez 
conducted a tactical reload. 


IAB Note: A tactical reload typically consists of removing a 
partially empty magazine from a pistol's 
magazine well and inserting a magazine fully 
loaded with ammunition into the pistol's 
magazine well. 
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Deputy Hernandez explained there was some confusion as to their location. Deputy 
Pantoja walked to what he believed was Clarkdale Avenue and 168" Street to confirm 
their location by looking at the street signs. When Deputy Pantoja did this, they 
remained in close proximity and never lost visual site of each other. 


IAB investigators showed Deputy Hernandez two images of a handgun recovered from 
within the crime scene containment [Exhibit D, Images PB210830 and PB210831]. 
Deputy Hernandez told IAB investigators the handgun in the images was the same 
handgun Suspect Perez was carrying.
